PREFACE. 


rH  E  Medicinal  Qualities  cf  the  Tilbury  Water 
being  discovered  by  Accident ,  and  found  of  great 
Efficacy  in  the  Cure  of  obftinate  Loofeneffies ,  it 
zvas  thought  proper  to  make  them  known ,  that  the  Tub- 
lick  might  reap  the  Benefit  of  fo  good  a  Remedie  Na¬ 
ture  has  provided  for  us. 

Accordingly ,  a  Treatife  was  wrote  in  ij 36,  fel¬ 
ting  forth  an  hiflorical  Account  of  its  Rife  over y,  with 
the  Vertues  of  the  Water ,  the  Quality  and  Quantity 
of  its  Contents ,  and  the  Manner  of  ufing  it>  with 
five  Cafes. 

This  Pamphlet  being  fold  off ,  Second  Edition 
was  publijhed  in  the  Tear  1739,  upon  the  PJan  of 
the  Firft ,  with  fever al  new  Experiment s.  Additions , 
and  Amendments  :  And ,  as  the  Water  had  been  found 
beneficial  in  many  other  Complaints ,  two  Cafes  were 
added  to  thofe  already  publijhed ,  befides  fever  al  others 
introduced  occafionally ;  moft  of  which  had  happened 
under  my  own  Infpedlion ,  and  therefore  may  be  de¬ 
pended  upon  to  be  literally  true  j  there  being  nothing 
added  by  way  of  enhancing  the  Merit  of  the  Water9 
as  will  be  found  by  Experience ,  when  it  is  tryed  in 
the  like  Circumfiances. 

The  Cafes  at  the  latter  End  having  appeared  in  the 
two  former  Editions ,  it  cannot  be  thought  improper 
to  infert  them  here  again ,  as  they  are  firong  Tefii - 
menials ,  in  the  Patients  own  Words ,  of  the  great 
Efficacy  of  the  Water ,  from  the  Beginning  of  its 
being  made  ufe  of  in  the  way  of  Medicine . 

However ,  it  would  anfwer  no  Purpofe ,  to  fwell 
this  Third  Edition  with  more  Cafes ,  fmee  long  Ex¬ 
perience proves ,  that  the  Water  retains  fill  the  fame 
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fanative  Properties  mentioned  at  firft  ;  its  fur  eft  and 
ftrongeft  Commendation  being ,  that  it  has  been  found 
of  fuch  Conference ,  that  the  Phyfical  Gentlemen  of 
this  Pown  recommend  and  order  it ,  in  common ,  to 
their  Patients ,  for  Diarrheas,  JVeaknefs  of  the 
Bowels ,  and  the  other  Complaints  mentioned  in  this 
ireatife-,  and  that  it  is  ufed  all  over  the  Kingdom ,  and 
alfo  in  foreign  Parts,  with  great  Succefs. 

As  this  Preatife  is  defigned  chiefly  for  thofe  who 
have  Occafion  to  make  ufe  of  the  Water ,  it  is  thought 
unneceffary  to  make  any  great  Alterations  in  it ,  onto 
adorn  it  with  many  fpeculative  Pajfages  of  Litera- 
ture\  my  Aim  being  only  to  give  an  honeft  and  plain 
Narrative  of  Matter  of  Fall  •,  fince  Pruth  makes  the 
beft,  though  perhaps  not  the  mofl  elegant  Appearance , 
when  leaf  embellifhed  by  Art . 

Phe  analytical  Inquiries  into  the  Nature  of  the 
Water ,  I  flatter  myfelfi  are  made  with  that  Pre- 
cifenefs  and  Care ,  that  the  Experiments  will  anfwer 
in  every  Particular ,  when  they  are  try ed  again:  And 
the  Inferences  deduced  from  them ,  to  afcertain  the 
Quantity  and  Quality  of  the  Ingredients ,  it  is  hopedx 
will  be  found  confonant  with  Reafonx  and  appear  fa- 
iisfahtory,  as  far  as  the  Nature  of  Phings  will  ad¬ 
mit  of. 

Phe  Epithet  of  Alterative  was  given  to  the  Wa¬ 
ter  on  account  of  the  Quality  of  its  Ingredients ,  which, 
feem  to  be  fitted  by  Nature  to  abforb  and  correct  the 
acrimonious  Contents  of  the  Stomach  and  Bowels  ; 
and  therefore  it  may ,  with  great  Propriety,  be  ranged 
under  the  Clafis  of  Alterative  Remedies . 
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OF  THE 

TILBURY  WATER. 

m  HE  Mineral  Waters  ufed  medicinally 
are  commonly  ranged  under  three  Oaf- 
S  fes ;  the  Sulphureous,  the  Chalybeat 
and  the  Purgative  *,  which  may  be  di- 
ftinguifhed  again  different  ways,  according  to  the 
various  Combinations  of  their  Ingredients.  But 
as  the  chief  Defon  of  this  Treatife  is  to  inform 

o 

the  Publick  of  the  Vertues  and  Manner  of  tiling 
only  one  particular  Water,  I  fhall  not  enter  into 
a  nice  Examination  of  this  Matter,  but  give  fuch 
a  general  Account  of  the  aforefaid  three  Sorts  of 
Mineral  Springs  only,  as  may  be  fufficientto  fhew 
the  fingular  Nature  of  the  'tilbury  Water . 

The  Sulphureous,  which  are  commonly  hot 
Springs,  contain,  according  to  the  Opinion  of 
moft  NaturaliHs,  a  Solution  of  the  Pyrites,  which 
is  compofed  of  fulphureous,  chalybeat,  and  cal- 
carious  Particles.  The  latter  make  up  the  chief 
Part  of  the  Ingredients,  as  may  eafily  be  proved  by 
evaporating  fome  of  the  Water  to  a  Drynefs,  and 
examining  theRefidue  thereof ;  and  which  is  plain¬ 
ly  feen  at  Bath ,  where  at  the  clearing  of  the 
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Spring-Head  in  the  King’s  Bath,  which  is  covered 
by  an  inverted  Ciflern,  to  prevent  the  Spring 
being  choaked  up',  are  found  abundance  of 
Walnut  and  frnall  Nut-fhells,  probably  conveyed 
thither  by  the  fubterraneous  Duels  of  the  Spring, 
crufled  over  with  a  pale  afh-colour  gritty  Sub¬ 
fiance.  The  fulphureous  and  chalybeat  Ingredi¬ 
ents  bear  but  a  very  frnall  Proportion  to  the  other, 
as  you  may  read  at  large  in  Guido  fs  Treatife  on 
the  Bath  Waters. 

In  the  Chalybeat  or  Steel  Waters,  we  difeover 
ferruginous  Particles  combined  with  a  neutral 
Salt,  compofed  of  Nitre,  and  a  frnall  Proportion 
of  common  Salt.  However,  fometimes  the  com¬ 
mon  Salt  predominates,  and  it  mu  ft  not  be  de¬ 
nied  but  that  alfo  vitriolick  and  aluminous  Salts 
are  fometimes  mixt  with  thefe:  From  which 
Mixture  of  the  Salts  and  the  Iron  in  various 
Proportions,  arifes  that  confiderable  Difference 
we  find  between  the  Spa ,  the  Pyrmont ,  the  7 'un- 
hridge ,  the  IJlington ,  the  Hampftead ,  and  other 
Chalybeat  Springs,  which  yet  all  belong  to  the 
fame  Clafs.  The  Scarborough  Water  is  alfo  of 
this  Order,  but  differs  in  this  from  the  before- 
mentioned,  that  it  contains,  with  the  ferruginous 
Particles,  fuch  a  Quantity  of  Salts  as  to  render 
it  purgative. 

The  third  Sort  are  the  Purging  Waters,  of 
which  fome  are  found  in  almoft  every  County  in 
England .  Several  Authors  have  improperly  called 
them  Aqua  Aluminofa ,  Adum  Waters,  becaufe 
the  chief  of  their  Contents  are  common  Salt  and 
Nitre,  altho’  vitriolick  and  aluminous  Salts  may 
fometimes  be  mixt  with  them.  The  Epfom ,  Dul¬ 
wich ,  Adi  on ,  North  all ,  and  many  other  famous 
Medicinal  Waters  are  of  this  Kind, 
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There  are  alfo  Waters  which  may  be  proper¬ 
ly  called  Aluminous  or  Vitriolick,  from  the  Pre¬ 
dominancy  of  their  Ingredients  •,  but  as  they  are 
but  little  made  ufe  of  in  the  medicinal  Way, 
they  hardly  deferve  any  particular  Notice. 

The  'Tilbury  Water  contains  a  confiderable 
Quantity  of  a  line  Bole-Armoniack  like  Earth, 
and  a  Salt,  which,  according  to  the  ingenious  Mr. 
White ,  late  Chemift  at  Apothecaries  Hall ,  comes 
neareft  of  any  thing  to  a  Salt  he  formerly  got 
from  diftilled  Crabs-Claws  and  Oyfler-Shells, 
both  noted  alcaline  Bodies.  And  for  this  Reafon 
it  is  not  to  be  numbered  among  the  foregoing 
Clafies,  but  is  a  Water  asfingular  in  its  Compo- 
fition,  as  it  is  peculiar  in  Vertue.  The  Expe¬ 
riments  made  upon  it  will  fet  this  Matter  in  a 
clear  Light:  But  before  I  proceed  to  them,  I 
beg  leave  to  give  the  Reader  a  fhort  Account  of 
the  Well,  and  of  the  gradual  Difcovery  of  the 
falutary  Effects  of  the  Water. 

The  Spring  from  whence  the  Tilbury  Water 
comes,  is  fituated  near  a  Farm-Houfe  at  Weft- 
Tilbury  in  EJfex,  on  the  Top  of  a  Hill,  which 
is  elevated  about  One  Hundred  Feet  above  the 
Marlhy  Grounds,  and  is  two  Miles  Diftance 
from  the  River  of  Thames.  Mr.  Kellaway ,  de- 
ceafed,  the  Proprietor  of  that  Eflate,  funk  the 
Well,  in  the  Year  1724,  for  the  Ufe  of  the 
Farm,  but  it  was  not  known  for  any  Medicinal 
Vertue  till  three  Years  after.  Mr.  Kellaway  being 
then  at  his  Farm,  much  troubled  with  the  Gout 
and  a  violent  Cold,  ordered  fome  of  the  Water 
to  be  boiled  to  drink  with  Wine,  and  per¬ 
ceiving  it  looked  white,  and  that  it  became  clear 
again  upon  mixing  fome  White-Wine  with-it, 
apprehended  it  was  not  wholefome  to  drink, 
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However,  the  Family  telling  him,  that  they  had 
conftantly  made  ufe  of  it  on  all  Occafions  with¬ 
out  any  Hurt,  and  that  it  always  boiled  white, 
he  drank  of  it  during  the  Time  he  then  ftayedi 
there,  and  found  himfelf  chearful,  and  much  re¬ 
lieved  of  his  Gout  and  Cold.  As  he  was  a 
great  Lover  of  Milk,  he  commonly  eat  fome 
when  he  was  at  his  Farm,  though  it  feldom  failed 
of  giving  him  fome  loofe  Stools :  But  one  Morn¬ 
ing,  after  he  had  taken  a  Glafs  of  the  Water, 
he  took  fome  Milk,  and  found  it  did  not  purge 
him  as  ufual;  which  Experiment  he  made  many 
times  after  with  the  like  Succefs. 

No  farther  Notice  was  taken  of  the  Well, 
till  in  the  Year  1731.  Mr.  Kellaway  about  that 
time  labouring  under  a  Loofenefs  for  about 
fifteen  or  fixteen  Days,  which  had  reduced  him 
to  a  very  low  State,  and  being  obliged  to  go 
down  to  'Tilbury i  to  look  after  his  Farm,  he 
drank  fome  of  the  Water  with  Wine  at  Night; 
the  Morning  following  he  perceived  that  his 
Loofenefs  was  gone,  and  his  Appetite  pretty 
well  reftored,  which  for  many  Days  before  had 
intirely  failed  him. 

This  fudden  Amendment  made  fo  ftrong  an 
Impreffion  upon  his  Mind,  that  he  ordered  the 
Perfon  who  looked  after  his  Farm,  if  he  found 
any  of  the  Servants,  Day-Labourers  or  others, 
affiiCted  with  a  Loofenefs,  to  recommend  to 
them  the  Drinking  of  that  Water;  which  be¬ 
ing  done  accordingly,  they  found  that  it  gene- 
nerally  anfwered  the  Expectation  of  thofe  who 
made  ufe  of  it. 

After  this  another  Experiment  was  accidental^ 
ly  hit  upon,  confirming  the  Water’s  Efficacy 
in  curing  Diarrhea’s,  which  put  this  Matter 
beyond  all  Doubt,  as  it  came  from  the  Brute 
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Creation,  who  have  not  Craft  enough  to  irrr 
pofe  on  our  Senfes  by  diflembling.  The  Cafe 
was  thus : 

Mr.  Kellaway  bred  a  great  Number  of  Calves  * 
at  his  Farm.  To  flop  the  Loofenefs  which  they 
are  fubjedf  to,  and  often  proves  mortal,  the 
Keepers  ulually  made  them  drink  a  Deco&'ion 
of  Oak-Bark  and  Water:  But  as  they  knew 
that  the  Water  had  cured  Loofeneftes,  they 
gave  it  to  the  Calves,  and  found  that  it  made 
them  well;  and  obferved  farther,  that  not  near 
fo  many  of  them  died  whilft  they  drank  that. 
Water,  as  when  the  Oak-Bark-Drink  had  been 
given  them. 

A  Cure  which  was  about  that  time  perform¬ 
ed  upon  a  Neighbour’s  Child  about  live  Years 
old,  who  had  been,  as  I  was  informed,  near 
three  Years  afflicted  with  an  Ague,  a  fwelled 
Belly  and  a  Loofenefs,  added  confiderably  to 
eftablifh  the  Reputation  of  the  Well.  The  Boy 
having  a  conftant  Third;  upon  him,  took  ac¬ 
cidentally  to  drinking  of  this  Water,  finding  it 
perhaps  more  palatable  than  any  other  there¬ 
abouts  ;  and  by  degrees  he  loft  his  Ague  and 
Loofenefs,  and  partly  his  Big  Belly,  and  con¬ 
tinued  hail  and  ftrong  after.  Mr.  Kellaway  alfo 
obferved,  that  his  Afthma  was  relieved  fo 
far,  that  the  laft  two  Winters  (before  he  died) 
he  was  not  obliged  to  lie  out  of  Town,  as  he 
had  been  for  five  Winters  before,  on  account 
of  his  Difficulty  of  breathing  in  London ,  which 
he  attributed  to  the  conftant  Drinking  of  the 
Water. 

Thus  the  Lilbury  Water  made  its  Way  by 
flow  and  obfcure  Steps,  for  want  of  proper  Af- 
fiftance  to  uffler  it  methodically  into  the  World. 
For  as  Mr.  Kellaway  was  not  converfant  in 
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analyfing  Mineral  Waters,  to  form  a  proper 
Judgment  from  theftce  of  their  Vertues  himfelf, 
or  had  not  the  Opportunity  of  making  Experi¬ 
ments  upon  Sick  Perfons,  he  applied  to  fome  of 
the  Faculty  but  being  coldly  told,  that  there 
were  more  Mineral  Waters  already  in  Ufe  than  are 
neceffary,  he  declined  making  any  farther  At¬ 
tempts  that  Way,  his  Bufmefs  ingaging  his  Atten¬ 
tion  to  other  Affairs,  and  contented  himfelf  with 
diftributing  the  Water  gratis  among  his  Acquaint¬ 
ance  in  Town,  as  alfotothe  People  at  and  about 
c Tilbury ,  who  began  to  drink  it  for  various 
Complaints. 

In  the  Year  1736  the  Water  began  to  be  talked 
of  pretty  much,  on  account  of  its  extraordinary 
Vertues,  which  induced  me  to  make  fome  In¬ 
quiry  about  it :  And  after  Mr.  Kellaway  had 
given  me  the  foregoing  Hiftorical  Account, 
and  Mr.  Deputy  Pott  having  allured  me  that 
his  Spoufe  had  been  cured  by  it  of  an  obfti- 
nate  Diarrhaea,  after  all  the  advice  fhe  had 
taken  had  proved  ineffectual,  and  that  fome  ot 
his  Acquaintance  had  alfo  experienced  the  fame 
good  Effect  •,  I  undertook  to  examine  the  Water 
by  various  Experiments.  Mr.  White ,  before 
mentioned,  at  the  Requeft  of  fome  Gentlemen 
of  the  Royal  Society,  did  the  fame  ;  and  upon 
comparing  Notes,  we  agreed  in  the  following 
Particulars,  viz. 

Experiments  on  the  T  1  l  b  u  r  y  Water. 

Experiment  I. 

The  Tilbury  Water  is  heavier  than  the  Thames 
or  common  Spring  Water. 

II. 

It  lathers  very  indifferently  when  unboiled, 
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much  better  when  boiled  •,  better  than  Spring 
Water,  yet  not  fo  well  as  River  Water. 

ffl. 

When  boiled  it  turns  milky  •,  a  fourth  Part  of 
Mountain  Wine  fines  it  immediately ;  a  very 
fmall  Proportion  of  Vinegar  does  the  fame; 
alfo  Juice  of  Lemons,  and  other  Acids,  fooner 
according  to  their  Strength. 

IV. 

Oil  of  Tartar  per  deliquium ,  poured  into  the 
Water  when  boiled,  makes  a  white  Precipitate; 
a  little  Oil  of  Vitriol ,  Spirit  of  Salt,  or  any 
fbrong  Acid,  makes  it  clear  again  as  the  Water 
was  before;  Salt  of  Wormwood  does  the  fame. 

V. 

Spirit  of  Sal  Armoniac ,  Salt  of  Harts-Horn,  or 
Spir.  Vol.  arom.  poured  into  the  Water  when 
cold,  give  a  white  Precipitate;  the  before-men¬ 
tioned  Acids  make  them  all  clear  again. 

VI. 

The  Water,  when  cold,  turns  Syrup  of  Vio¬ 
lets  green  in  about  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour ; 
when  warmed,  in  a  lefs  Time  ;  when  boiled  and 
hot,  in  about  one  Minute. 

VII. 

The  Water  being  boiled,  and  put  into  a  Glafs, 
there  will  fubfide  to  the  Bottom,  in  a  Night’s 
Time,  a  whitifh  Subftance  of  a  Saline  tafle, 
which  turns  Syrup  of  Violets  green  as  foon  as  the 
boiled  Water. 

VIII. 

The  Water  being  boiled  with  an  equal  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Milk,  doth  not  curdle. 

IX. 

The  Water  does  not  tinge  with  Galls  any 
more  than  common  Water. 
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Experiments  on  the  Salt, 

L 

Two  Pounds  of  ‘Tilbury  Water  being  put  iota 
a  Retort,  and  diftilled  to  a  Drinefs,  there  was 
left  behind  fixty  Grains  of  Subfiance,  of  a 
pungent  Tafte  :  After  the  Water  was  half  diftill- 
ed,  it  appeared  in  the  Retort  as  if  forne  Drops 
of  Oil  were  floating  on  the  Surface. 

II. 

What  was  left  in  the  Retort  was  two  Parts 
Salt,  the  third  an  infipid  Earth,  the  Colour  of 
yellow  Ocre ;  the  Salt  looked  paler,  when  fe- 
parated  from  its  Earth, 

III. 

The  Salt  being  put  on  a  red-hot  Iron,  caufed 
a  very  fmall  Hilling*,  what  was  left  on  the  Iron 
was  of  an  Afh-Colour,  tailing  as  hot  and  fiery  as 
calcined  Salt  of  Tartar,  or  fixed  Nitre. 

IV. 

Spirit  of  Vitriol,  Spirit  of  Salt,  Aqua  Fortis, 
diftilied  Vinegar  and  other  Acids,  poured  on  the 
Salt,  caufe  an  Ebullition. 

V. 

Oil  of  Tartar  per  deliquium ,  and  other  Alkalis , 
being  put  to  the  Salt,  caufe  no  Ebullition. 

VI. 

The  Salt  turns  Syrup  of  Violets  green  in- 
flantly. 

VIL 

The  Salt  put  to  Sal  Armoniac ,  finely  pow¬ 
dered,  opens  the  Body  of  it  in  a  fmall  Degee,  fo 
as  to  difcern  it  has  a  little  volatile  Smell.  i 
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VIII. 

A  ftrong  Solution  of  the  Salt  in  Spring-Water 
immediately  precipitates  Saccharum  Saturni  of  a 
pale  yellowifh  Colour. 

IX. 

Neither  the  Salt,  nor  the  Water,  precipitate 
a  Solution  of  Sublimate. 

Whilft  I  was  about  this  Second  Edition,  I 
made  the  following  Obfervations  for  the  better 
Difcovery  of  the  Nature  of  the  Ingredients  of 
this  Water,  viz.  To  the  IXth  and  lad  Experi¬ 
ment  on  the  Salt  I  add  Experiment  X.  That  it 
is  true,  neither  the  Water  nor  Salt  precipitate  a 
Solution  of  Sublimate  prefently  ;  however,  the 
Refidue  from  th ft  Tilbury  Water  turns  the  milk- 
white  Solution  of  Sublimate  into  a  muddy  pale 
Yellow,  which  by  degrees  fubfides  and  leaves  the 
Liquor  clear,  and  a  white  Precipitate  at  Bottom, 
almoft  like  the  Solution  of  Lime-Water,  which 
‘ Tournefort  gives  an  Account  of  in  the  Preface  to 
his  Hiftory  of  Plants,  p.  m.  xiii. 

Exper .  XI.  (which  fhould  have  been  added  to 
Exper .  IV.)  I  poured  Spirit  of  Nitre  upon  fome 
of  the  Refidue  *,  it  fermented  flrongly,  and  turned 
to  a  deep  Orange-Colour. 

Exper .  XII.  To  a  Solution  of  Silver  in  Spirit 
of  Nitre  I  put  fome  Tilbury  Water  boiled,  which 
turned  it  of  a  Colour  as  white  as  Milk,  and  pre¬ 
fently  white  curdy  Flakes  fubfided. — Into  fome 
of  thatSolution  I  poured  common  Spring-Water  \ 
it  turned  white,  but  not  of  fo  ftrong  a  milky  Co¬ 
lour  as  theother,  and  remained  without  any  Sub- 
fidence  a  confiderable  While. 
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Exper.  XIII  1  diffolved  two  Leaves  of  beat  Sil¬ 
ver  in  about  Jjfs.  of  Spir.  Nitr.  then  lowered  it 
with  about  f  jfs.  of  common  Water,  and  put  to 
it  about  two  Grains  of  the  Refidue,  which  fer¬ 
mented,  and  changed  the  Solution  from  a  yellow- 
ifhCaft  into  a  milk-white  Colour,  and  curdled  in 
five  Minutes  time,  and  by  degrees  fubfided  and 
left  the  Liquor  clear  like  Water,  with  a  white 
Precipitate  at  Bottom. 

Exper.  XIV.  I  took  Spirit  of  Nitre,  and  low¬ 
ered  it  with  common  Water,  till  fcarce  any  Aci¬ 
dity  was  perceivable ;  then  I  put  in  fome  of  the 
Refidue,  and  it  inftantly  fermented. —  I  put  in 
fome  Chalk  ;  it  fermented  alfo,  but  very  fiowly, 
not  fo  quick  and  brifk  as  the  Refidue. — Then 
I  lowered  the  Liquor  again,  till  Chalk  did  not 
ferment  vifibly  any  more,  but  the  Refidue  did. — 
Afterwards  I  put  in  fome  common  Salt  ^  it  did 
not  ferment — and  then  fome  Nitre,  which  alfo 
did  not  ferment. — Then  I  mixt  Chalk  and  com¬ 
mon  Salt,  which  fermented  violently,  but  did  not 
bubble  up  and  fpread  like  the  Refidue. — And 
laftly  I  tried  a  Mixture  of  Chalk,  Salt,  and  Ni¬ 
tre,  equal  Parts,  which  made  an  Appearance  juft 
like  the  Refidue. 

Exper.  XV.  I  made  a  ftrong  Infufion  of  Galls 
till  it  came  of  a  brownifffyellow  Colour,  then 
put  in  fome  of  the  Refidue,  upon  which  the  In- 
lufion  became  of  a  pale  Yellow,  and  dropta  white 
Sediment  in  about  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour. 

Exper.  XVI.  I  diffolved  fome  Roman  Vitriol 
in  common  Water,  then  put  in  fome  of  theRe¬ 
fidue  ;  the  Solution  did  not  grow  muddy,  as  Salt 
of  Wormwood  made  it,  but  became  of  a  paler 
Blue,  and  gradually  dropt  a  whitifh  Sediment. 
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Exper.  XVII,  I  took  Tome  of  the  Spirjtof  Ni¬ 
tre  lowered  to  a  very  fmall  Degree  of  Acidity,  and 
touched  coarfe  blue  Paper  with  it,  which  imme¬ 
diately  turned  of  a  brick-red  Colour,  and  after¬ 
wards  grew  yellow.  This  Paper  I  wetted  with 
fome  of  the  Refidue  and  'Tilbury  Water  ;  but  it 
underwent  hardly  any  Change,  except  that  it 
looked  of  a  little  darker  Blue.  I  afterwards  tryed 
a  Solution  of  common  Salt,  then  a  Solution  of 
Nitre,  and  laftly  a  Solution  of  Salt  and  Nitre, 
but  there  was  no  vifible  Difference  ;  if  any  thing, 
the  Tilbury  Water  and  Refidue  made  the  Colour 
a  little  darker. 

Exper .  XVIII.  To  Exper.  VI.  Ifubjoin,  for  the 
better  Difcovery  of  the  Nature  of  the  Salt,  that 
I  mixt  Powder  of  Nitre  and  warm  Water  with 
Syrup  of  Violets,  which  remained  of  a  blue  Co¬ 
lour. — I  made  fome  Nitre  almoft  red  hot  and 
tryed  again,  but  no  Alteration  enfued.  —  Then 
I  tryed  common  Salt,  which  produced  a  purplifh 
Colour,  and  faint  Appearance  of  Green  —  and 
being  made  very  hot,  it  made  a  very  good  Green, 
tho’not  fo  ftrong  norfofoon  as  the  following,  viz . 
I  took  common  Salt  and  Nitre,  heated  almoft 
to  Calcination;  they  turned  the  Syrup  prefently 
into  a  fine  Green,  almoft  like  the  Refidue  o f  Til¬ 
bury  Water  :  Before  they  were  thus  heated  it  was 
fome  time  before  the  Syrup  of  Violets  turned  a 
little  greenilh  only. 

Exper.  XIX.  I  took  fome  of  the  Salt  and  dif- 
folved  it  in  Water  ;  then  put  a  Drop  on  a  Glafs, 
and  evaporated  the  Humidity  from  it ;  and  thro’ 
the  Microfcope  there  appeared  irregular  cubical 
Figures,  intermixt  with  prifmatical,  but  not  quite 
fpear-lik^e  Bodies. 
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Exper.  XX.  I  put  fome  of  the  Refidue  in  In¬ 
fusion  with  Spirits  of  Wine,  which  turned  a  little 
towards  a  Straw  Colour. 

Exper.  XXI.  I  had  two  Bottles  of  Eilbury  Wa¬ 
ter  given  me,  which  a  Perfon  who  had  taken  a 
Parcel  of  them  to  Eafi  India ,  had  brought  back 
again.  The  Water  was  very  clear,  and  rather 
had  loft  a  little  of  its  natural  ftraw- coloured 
Hue  ;  theTafte  feemed  to  be  asufual,  and  it  boil¬ 
ed  white,  and  fined  down  with  white  Wine  and 
Acids  like  that  taken  frefh  from  the  Spring. 
One  of  the  Bottles  I  had  evaporated, „  and  from 
thirty  Ounces  of  Water  1  got  twelve  Grains 
of  Refidue,  anfwerable  in  Colour,  Tafte,  and  in 
all  Experiments,  to  that  feparated  from  fome  of 
the  new-drawn  Water.  This  Proportion  of  the 
Refidue  falls  far  fliort  of  what  is  mentioned  in 
Exper.  I.  on  the  Salt,  and  muft  be  accounted  for 
thus  ;  That  there  was  not  quite  fo  much  Water; 
That  fome  of  the  Refidue  in  that  long  Voyage 
might  fubfide  and  ftick  to  the  Bottom  of  the 
Bottle  ;  and  that  perhaps  that  Water  was  pump  ¬ 
ed  in  a  wet  Seafon,  or  after  the  Well  had  been 
very  much  worked  •,  in  both  which  Cafes  the 
Spring  is  not  fo  ftrong,  and  for  which  Reafon  Care 
fhould  be  taken  to  bottle  the  Water  in  dry  Wea¬ 
ther,  and  not  to  exhauft  the  Well  too  much  at  one 
time.  Which  Oblervation  is  corroborated  by  the 
following  Experiment,  viz .  That  laft  Summer 
I  got  from  a  Quart  of  the  Water,  that  had  been 
drawn  in  a  dry  Seafon,  63  Grains  of  Refidue,  of  the 
fame  Tafte  and  Vertue  with  that  in  Exper .  I.  and 
II.  on  the  Salt,  the  Colour  not  quite  fo  dark 
as  that  mentioned  there. 
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Exper.  XXII.  I  had  a  Bottle  of  Briftol  Water 
evaporated,  which  contained  more  than  a  Quart, 
and  had  no  more  than  ten  Grains  of  a  gritty  Sub- 
fiance,  the  Colour  of  Portland  Stone,  tailing 
like  Sea-Salt,  nothing  like  the  Pungency  of  that 
from  Tilbury  Water,  which  affefls  the  Tongue 
much  like  a  fixed  Alkali ,  but  is  lomething  cooler, 
and  has  not  fo  much  of  the  Empyreuma  :  So  that 
the  Tilbury  Water  is  much  ftronger,  and  mufl  be 
more  powerful  than  the  Briftol  Water,  in  all  Ca¬ 
fes  where  that  is  prefcribed,  fuppofmg  the  Ingre¬ 
dients  to  be  equally  efficacious  and  of  the  fame 
Nature. 

Exper.  XXIII.  I  calcined  fome  of  the  Refidue, 
and  having  powdered  it  very  fine,  I  moved  a 
Load-done  clofe  over  it  various  Ways,  but  found 
no  Stirring  at  all  among  the  Powder,  or  that  any 
thing  would  dick  to  it,  thoJ  I  touched  the  Powder 
with  the  Load- done;  by  which  it  is  plain,  that 
no  ferruginous  Particles  are  difcoverable  in  the 
Water. 

Exper.  XXIV.  If  you  boil  fome  of  the  Water, 
it  rifes  very  high  in  great  Bubbles,  like  Milk  and 
Water  mixed. 

Observations  upon  the  Experiments. 

Thefe  Experiments  lead  us  on  to  make  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Obfervations ,  in  order  to  form  a  probable 
Conje£lure  concerning  the  Nature  of  the  Ingre¬ 
dients  of  .the  Water.  And, 

ift ,  .From  Exper.  I.  on  the  Water,  we  fee  that 
it  is  heavier  than  common  Water,  which  ought 
not  to  be  an  Objection  againd  the  Ufe  of  it,  fince 
the  Ponderofity  proceeds  from  the  great  Quanti¬ 
ty  of  the  Medicinal  Ingredients,  Vide  Exper.  on 
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the  Salt,  I.  and  II.  which  doubtlefs  are  rendered 
very  a&ive  by  that  great  Proportion  of  Air, 
which  appears  to  be  in  the  Water  from  Exper . 
XXIV,  and  the  Prefence  of  which  fhouki  natu¬ 
rally  argue  that  the  Water  is  of  an  active  Nature, 
and  paffes  off  eafily. 

2 dly^  That  the  Refidue  got  by  evaporating 
fome  of  the  Water  is  of  an  Alkaline  Nature,  ap¬ 
pears  plain  from  Exper.  VI.  on  the  Water,  and 
Exper .  IV.  V.  and  VI.  on  the  Salt ;  for  Acids  turn 
the  blue  Colour  of  Syrup  of  Violets  into  red  ;  as 
likewife  from  Exper.  V  IK.  on  the  Water  j  where¬ 
as  Milk  would  curdle  when  boiled  with  it,  if  the 
Sait  were  of  the  acid  Kind,  confidering  the  great 
Proportion  there  is  of  it  in  the  Water.  And  from 
Exveriment  X.  we  learn  that  neither  Vitriol,  nor 
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Steel,  nor  Alum,  are  in  theWater  fo  as  to  be  dif- 
cernible,  otherwile  it  would  tinge  an  Infufion  of 
Galls  of  a  purplilh  or  blackifh  Colour.  All  the 
other  Experiments  from  N$  X.  to  XIX.  inclufive, 
confirm  that  the  Water  contains  nothing  of  an 
acid  Nature.  But  to  difcover  the  particular  Kind 
of  this  Salt,  let  us  take  a  feparate  View  of  fome 
Salts,  which,  if  it  does  not  abfolutely  determine 
the  Judgment  concerning  the  true  Nature  of  our 
Salt,  there  being  hardly  any  in  Nature  to  be  found 
without  Mixture,  it  will  at  leaf!  enable  us  to  give 
a  Guefs  at  it,  with  an  Appearance  of  Probabi- 

Kty. 

In  Exper .  XIV.  we  find  that  Nitre  and  com¬ 
mon  Salt,  mixt  in  equal  Proportion,  occafioned 
the  fame  Sort  of  Fermentation  as  the  Refidue 
from  Tilbury  Water.  And  in  Exper .  XVIII.  it 
appears  that  Nitre  and  common  Salt,  mixed  and 
heated,  tinged  Syrup  of  Violets  of  a  green  Co- 
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lour  like  the  Refidue.  To  corroborate  thefe 
Phenomena  alfo  fee  Exper.  XIX.  where  this  Salt 
appeared  like  a  Mixture  of  cubical  and  prifma- 
tical,  but  not  quite  fpear-like  Particles :  For  Sea, 
or  muriatick  or  common  Salt,  is,  by  the  Na- 
turalifts,  faid  to  be  of  a  cubical  Figure,  and 
Nitre  prifmatical,  with  a  triangular  equilateral 
Balls  j  and  thefe  two  Salts  intimately  united,  we 
obferve  to  produce  an  Appearance,  under  the 
Microfcope,  much  like  unto  the  Sait  of  this 
Water. 

From  thefe  Obfervations,  the  neareft  Conjec¬ 
ture  we  can  make,  is,  that  the  Ingredients  of 
the  Water  are  a  fine  Bole-like  Earth,  accom¬ 
pany  ed  by  a  neutral  Salt,  compofed  of  Nitre 
and  common  Salt  imitating  a  fixt  alkaline  Salt, 
as  much  as  a  natural  Salt,  not  being  a  Creature 
of  the  Fire,  can  well  do.  To  this  we  may  add, 
that  there  is  alfo  a  little  fulphureous  Matter  mixt 
with  it,  becaufe  when  the  Water  was  half  diftill- 
ed  away,  it  appeared  in  the  Retort  as  if  Fome 
Drops  of  Oil  were  floating  on  the  Surface.  Vide 
Exper.  I.  on  the  Salt :  And  that  the  Refidue  tin¬ 
ged  Spirit  of  Wine  a  little,  Exper.  XX.  feems  to 
confirm  the  fame  Conjedture ;  likewife  Ex¬ 
per.  XXIV.  telling  us  of  the  Bubbles  rifing  very 
high,  may  intimate,  as  if  fome  undtuous  or  ful¬ 
phureous  Matter  there  were,  which  occafioned 
the  Cohefion  of  the  Particles  of  the  Water  fo  as 
not  to  let  the  Air  inclofed  efcape  without  fome 
Difficulty  ;  and  may  not  the  deep  yellow  Colour, 
Exper.  XI.  proceed  from  a  fulphureous  Ingre¬ 
dient  ? 

Thus  have  I  briefly  taken  a  View  of  fuch  Ex¬ 
periments  as  were  thought  moil  proper  to  de- 
monftrate  the  Nature  of  the  Ingredients  of  this 
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Water;  the  others,  which  feem  not  fo  clearly 
conclufive,  may  ferve  to  illuftrate  and  corrobo¬ 
rate  fome  Points  ;  therefore  I  added  them  here, 
and  left  them  to  the  Speculation  of  the  Reader, 

The  Water  is  as  clear  as  any  Spring  Water, 
but  not  altogether  fo  white,  it  having  a  little 
Call  upon  the  Straw-Colour.  It  has  a  pleafant 
Tafle,  and  affefts  the  Tongue  with  a  Kind  of 
Fulnefs,  not  unlike  as  if  a  fmall  Quantity  of 
Milk  was  mixt  with  Water ;  and  none  but  a 
very  nice  Palate  can  difcover  any  faline  Taile 
in  it.  The  Mineral  Particles  are  fo  well  mixt 
and  united  with  it,  that  fcarce  any  Sediment  is 
to  be  perceived  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Bottles, 
after  feveral  Months  keeping  ;  and  Mr,  Kellaway 
had  fome  by  him  in  a  Calk  1 4  or  1 5  Months,  at 
the  End  of  which  Time  it  was  found  perfectly 
fine,  boiled  white,  &c,  and  feemed  as  efficacious 
as  when  firfb  pumped  from  the  Spring  ;  but  it 
tailed  a  little  of  the  Calk,  and  looked  of  a 
deeper  Colour,  owing  in  all  Probability  to  a 
Tin6lure  it  had  received  from  the  Wood  ;  for 
which  Reafon  it  ought  to  be  kept  in  Bottles  only, 
if  you  would  preferve  it  in  its  original  Purity. 
For  the  Encouragement  of  Sea-faring  Perfons 
I  will  add,  tho5  it  has  been  intimated  already 
in  the  Experiments,  that  fome  of  it  has  been 
carryed  to  the  Eaft  and  Weft-Indies,  and  back 
again,  and  kept  fine  the  whole  Voyage. 

The  Vertues  of  the  Tilbury  Water. 

As  to  the  Vertues  of  the  Water,  it  has  been 
found  to  cure,  like  a  Specifick,  the  Diarrhaea, 
Dyfentery,  the  Bleeding  of  the  Piles,  and  im¬ 
moderate  Fluxes  of  the  Menfes  ;  and  is  of  great 
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Service  in  the  Fluor  Albus  and  Seminal  Weak- 
neftes,  from  Excels  of  Venery,  after  the  Cure 
of  Gonorrhoea’s,  or  from  other  Caufes.  It  like- 
wife  relieves  the  Gravel,  and  Stone,  the  Afth- 
ma,  and  Complaints  from  the  Gout,  as  well 
as  Diforders  of  the  Bowels,  and  the  Scorbutick 
Taint. 

Thefe  feveral  Difeafes  proceeding  from  dif¬ 
ferent  Caufes,  it  may  perhaps  feem  to  fome 
contradictory,  that  one  and  the  fame  Remedy 
fhould  be  good  for  them  all ;  therefore  I  will 
endeavour  to  folve  this  Difficulty  by  expatia¬ 
ting  a  little  upon  the  Manner  in  which  this 
Water  operates  upon  the  Human  Body.  It  aCts 
both  as  a  Reftringent  and  a  Deobftruent.  Many 
may  think  this  a  Contradiction  in  Terms  *,  how¬ 
ever,  that  both  thefe  Vertues  may  be  united 
in  the  fame  Remedy,  we  fee  by  the  Example 
of  Steel,  which  every  one,  who  has  any  Skill  in 
Phyfick,  knows  to  aCt  in  this  double  Capacity. 
The  Earthy  Particles  in  the  Water  furniffi  a 
Reftringent,  and  the  Saline,  a  Deobftruent  Fa¬ 
culty.  If  a  Diarrhea  or  Loofenefs  proceeds 
from  an  acid  Ferment  in  the  Stomach,  or  Acri¬ 
mony  vellicating  the  membranous  Coat  of  the 
Bowels,  the  Water  dilutes  and  waffies  them 
away,  and  the  alkaline  Subftance  in  it  corrects 
them  ;  and  if  from  a  Relaxation,  the  Bole¬ 
like  Particles  gently  reftringe  and  reftore  the 
F'ibres  to  their  natural  Tone  again.  Or  if  both 
Caufes  concur  in  forming  the  Diftemper,  the 
Water  anfwers  them  at  the  fame  Time,  and  by 
abforbing  and  fheathing  the  Acrimony  of  the 
Blood,  it  prevents  the  inteftinal  Glands  from 
diftilling  any  more  of  that  pungent  Liquid, 
which,  by  irritating  the  Fibres  of  the  Bowels, 
occafioned  thofe  frequent  Motions  for  going  to 
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Stool.  As  a  Diuretick  alfo  ic  carries  off  the 
Sharpnefs  of  the  Blood,  and  the  urinary  Paffages 
being  powerfully  opened,  the  other  Evacuation 
cannot  be  fupplyed  fo  plentifully  as  before,  and 
thus  the  Diforder  is  cured  radically.  The  Water 
performs  this  in  fo  excellent  a  Degree,  that  two 
or  three  Bottles,  properly  taken,  have  cured  ob- 
llinate  Loofenefles  :  And  tho’  I  have  prefcribed 
it  to  many  Perfons  in  this  Cafe,  I  have  not 
found  it  to  fail,  when  given  in  due  Form  and 
with  the  neceffary  Precautions,  upon  which  the 
Succefs  even  of  the  moil  fovereign  Remedy 
greatly  depends.  Thus  likewife  the  Bark  in  the 
Hands  of  one  may  mifs  curing  an  intermittent 
Fever,  till  another  comes,  who  by  directing  it 
according  to  Art,  or  joining  fome  other  aflift- 
ant  Remedy  with  it,  fucceeds  in  his  Endeavours. 
I  muft  own  I  have  heard  fome  complain  that 
the  Water  did  not  anfwer  their  Expe&ation ;  but 
then  it  was  for  want  of  taking  it  in  a  proper 
Manner  or  Quantity,  or  that  they  had  npt  ob- 
ferved  the  Regimen  which  ought  to  be  phrfued 
during  the  Drinking  of  it. 

The  Water  has  at  prefent  fo  great  a  Reputa¬ 
tion  for  curing  Diarrhoea’s  among  the  Publick, 
that  it  would  be  looked  upon  in  me  impertinent 
to  fwell  this  Treatife  with  Cures  of  that  Kind  ; 
therefore  I  will  defire  thofe  that  have  any  Doubt 
that  Way,  to  perufe  John  BeJP s  Cafe  at  the  End 
of  the  Pamphlet,  who  is  yet  living,  to  teflify 
the  Truth  thereof;  and  Cafe  VIII. — Mr.  Mea¬ 
dows *,  the  Publisher  hereof,  will  inform  you  of 
an  Acquaintance  of  his,  belonging  to  the  Cujlom- 
houfe ,  who  by  a  Loofenefs  was  quite  emaciated 

and 

*  JMr.  Meadows  publiihed  the  Rrft  and  fecond  Edition, 
but  is  dead  fxnce. 
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and  brought  to  Death’s  Door,  notwithstanding 
he  had  followed  the  Advice  of  feveral  Fhyficians 
a  long  while,  without  EiTeCt,  and  was  at  laft,  to 
a  Surprife,  cured  by  drinking  this  Water  ;  befides 
feveral  other  Cafes  of  this  Nature.  Or  if  any  will 
apply  to  me,  I  will  give  them  farther  Satisfac¬ 
tion-,  but  the  fhorteil  Way  is  to  make  a  Try al 
yourfelves,  which  will  foon  convince  you  of  the 
Veracity  hereof  You  need  not  apprehend  any 
ill  EffeCls  from  it,  for  1  have  ordered  it  to  Per- 
fons  of  all  Ages,  even  to  very  young  Children, 
when  troubled  with  what  they  call  Watery,  or 
more  properly,  bilious  griping  Stools-,  to  Wo¬ 
men  in  Childbed,  in  intermittent,  nervous,  hec- 
tick,  and  inflammatory  Fevers,  the  Confump- 
tion  and  the  Small  Pox  upon  feveral  Occafions, 
with  good  Succefs,  in  many  of  which  Cafes  re- 
ftringent  Medicines  or  Stypticks,  which  com¬ 
monly  increafe  the  preternatural  Pleat  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy,  might  have  proved  detrimental ;  which  Cir- 
cumflance  gives  to  this  Water  a  very  great  Pre- 
heminence  above  other  Reftringcnts. 

It  cures  the  Dyfentery  or  Bioody-Flux,  by  cor¬ 
recting  the  Acrimony  vellicating  and  corroding 
the  Bowels,  and  by  gently  reftringing  the  Orifi¬ 
ces  of  the  relaxed  or  corroded  final  I  Blood- Veflels 
in  them*,  and  thus  it  proves  an  efficacious  Medi¬ 
cine  in  any  other  Flux  of  Blood.  However,  the 
Fair-Sex  need  not  be  afraid  of  its  Reftringency, 
which  in  the  Healthy  only  proves  a  (length¬ 
ening  Quality;  forfome,  to  my  Knowledge,  have 
drunk  it  for  a  long  Time  without  any  Default  at 
all  in  the  Catamoonia.  At  the  End  of  the  Pam¬ 
phlet,  the  Reader  may  fee  two  remarkable  Cures 
of  the  Dyfentery,  m.  Cafe  III.  of  Jofeph  Bur¬ 
rell,  and  Cafe  VI.  of  William  Williams .  See  alio 
Cafe  VII.  to  which  for  Brevity’s  Sake  I  refer  you. 

D  Several 
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Several  Ladies  have  taken  it  for  immoderate 
Fluxes  of  the  Menfes ,  of  the  Lochia ,  and  whep 
in  danger  of  Mifcarrying;  the  Reader  will  eafily 
excufe  my  being  not  more  particular  in  thefe 
Cafes,  or  mentioning  of  Names.  I  had  a  Patient 
about  a  Year  ago,  a  young  Man,  who  was  fo 
fubjedl  to  an  Haemorrhagie  from  the  Nofe,  that 
every  little  Exercife,  or  Heat,  brought  it  on,  and 
as  foon  as  he  was  grown  warm  in  Bed  his  Nofe 
fell  a  bleeding,  by  which  he  was  grown  very  pale, 
feeble,  and  languid,  and  emaciated  to  a  great 
Degree.  He  had  taken  Medicines  by  the  Advice 
of  an  Apothecary  for  a  confiderable  Time,  but 
could  not  get  well ;  I  ordered  him  a  Decodtion 
of  the  Bark  with  fome  of  the  Elix.  Vitriol.  Mynf. 
in  it,  of  which  however  he  had  taken  already  be¬ 
fore,  and  to  drink  Tilbury  Water  for  his  conftant 
Drink,  which  foon  made  a  perfedt  Cure,  and  he 
has  continued  well  ever  fince.  Another  young 
Man,  who,  for  Scorbutick  Breakings-out  in  his 
Face,  had  taken  Mr.  (Vardas  Pill,  which  vomited 
and  purged  him  mod;  violently,  and  after  which 
he  brought  up  every  Morning,  and  often  at 
other  Times,  two  or  three  Spoonfuls,  fome-times 
more,  of  florid  Blood,  with  coughing  and  drain¬ 
ing.  He  had  taken  feveral  Medicines  from  an 
Apothecary,  but  without  Effedt:  He  was  fhort- 
breathed,  emaciated,  and  had  a  Hediic  Pulfe. 
However,  by  way  of  Revulfion,  I  ordered  him 
to  lofe  five  or  fix  Ounces  of  Blood  from  his 
Arm,  and  prefcribed  him  an  Eledtuary  with 
fome  of  the  Cortex  in  it,  and  to  drink  a  Draught 
of  Tilbury  Water  after  it  with  fome  of  the  Elixir. 
Vitriol,  alfo  pedtoral  Medicines,  and  to  take 
Tilbury  Water  for  his  common  Drink.  In  a  few 
Days  the  Spitting  of  Blood  went  off,  and  he 
feemingly  mended  apace ;  however,  fome  time 
after  he  got  Cold,  and  relapfed  into  his  former 
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Diforder,  and  growing  fo  weak  as  not  to  be  able 
to  attend  his  Bufinefs,  I  ordered  him  to  go  into 
the  Country,  to  ride  on  Horfe-back,  and  to  fol¬ 
low  the  Courl'e  I  formerly  had  prefcribed  for  him. 
But  he  foon  after  that  died*,  whether  he  had  {trip¬ 
ly  obferved  my  Method  or  no,  I  cannot  fay. 

From  the  Nature  of  the  Water  it  may  be  eafily 
inferred.  That  it  mull  be  good  for  th tFluorAlbus. 
However,  as  this  is  a  Diftemper  not  eafy  to 
cure,  the  Water,  unlefs  it  is  properly  affifted, 
will  do  no  great  Service.  The  Indications  here 
are  to  free  the  uterine  Glands  of  their  pituitous 
Infractions,  and  then  to  {Lengthen  their  Tone. 
The  firft  is  done  by  evacuating  Medicines,  which 
being  duly  premifed,  the  Water  may  then  be 
applyed,  with  alterative  and  balfamic  Medicines, 
&c.  and  thus  has  this  very  obftinate  Diftemper 
been  conquered  in  a  fhort  Time.  Many  have 
alfo  been  cured  of  Gleets,  from  Excefs  of  Ve- 
nery,  frequent  or  ill-cured  Gonorrhoeas,  or  other 
Caufes,  by  the  aforefaid  Method:  But  purging 
Medicines  ought  to  be  ufed  here  with  Caution, 
for  fear  of  increafing  the  Relaxation  of  the  Parts. 

The  Water  is  alfo  good  for  the  Gravel,  as 
may  be  feen  from  Cafe  II.  of  Mr.  Krull.  I  have 
known  feveral  who  have  been  greatly  relieved  by 
it  in  gravelly  Complaints,  which,  as  they  were 
not  very  bad,  I  farcely  think  their  Cafes  worth 
inferting  here.  However  I  heard  of  one  who 
was  much  in  Mr.  Krull9 s  Circumftances,  but  as 
the  Gentleman  is  out  of  Town  at  fome  Diftance, 

I  could  not  well  get  a  fadlisfadlory  Account  of 
his  Complaint. 

In  the  Afthma,  Rheumatiim,  and  Gout  itfelf, 
it  has  been  of  Service,  as  may  be  inftanced  from 
Mr.  K — ’s  Example,  who,  whilft  he  drank  it 
conftantly,  was  not  troubled  with  thofe  Diforders 
as  he  had  been  formerly.  Fie  farther  obferved 
this  additional  Benefit,  that  his  Legs,  which  were 
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apt  to  fwell  and  pit,  were  not  then  fubjedt  to  that 
Inconvenience  ;  and  that  his  Feet,  which  ufed  to 
be  cold  and  feemingly  numbed,  had  a  gentle  and 
natural  Warmth  in  them,  like  that  of  a  young 
Man.  I  have  lince  advlfed  Perfons  fubjedt  to  the 
Gout  and  Rheumatifm,  to  drink  it,  with  good 
Succefs,  and  particularly  one  Gentleman,  who 
was  frequently  troubled  with  it,  his  Feet  remain¬ 
ing  very  tender  afterwards  ;  by  drinking  of  this 
W ater  fome  time,  and  ufing  Stomachick  and  Eva¬ 
cuating  Medicines  between  whiles,  he  was  pretty 
eafy  in  his  Feet,  could  walk  better  than  before, 
and  had  no  Fit,  to  be  laid  up,  for  almoft  two  Years. 

That  the  Water  is  a  good  Remedy  for  the 
bleeding  Piles  appears  very  plain  from  Cafe  I. 
and  V.  however  fome  have  been  difcouraged  from 
drinking  it,  imagining,  that  if  this  Evacuation 
is  ftopt,  the  Humours  may  lodge  elfe-where,  and 
perhaps  be  depofited  upon  a  nobler  Part.  Al¬ 
though  I  have  not  found  this  to  happen,  becaufe 
the  Water  cools  the  Blood,  and  as  an  Anti-fcor- 
butick,  abforbs  the  acrimonious  Particles,  which 
occafion  this  Evacuation,  and  thus  removes  the 
Diftemper  by  ftriking  at  the  Caufe;  yet  in  Cafe 
of  Doubt,  a  Phyfician  is  to  be  confulted,  who 
may  prefciibe  proper  Medicines  to  evacuate  the 
peccant  Matter;  and  thus  the  Water  maybe 
ufed  with  all  the  Safety  imaginable. 

I  fhall  only  mention,  by  way  of  Dirediiion,  two 
Cafes ;  the  one  was  the  bleeding  Piles,  the  other 
fwelled  without  any  Difcharge  of  Blood.  The  firft 
an  elderly  Gentleman,  who  was  accuftomed  to 
drink  his  Bottle  freely ;  the  other  had  employed 
his  Conftitution  very  liberally  among  the  Fair 
Sex,  both  of  a  bilious  Conftitution ;  who  having 
drunk  the  Water,  and  finding,  that  by  indura¬ 
ting  the  Pieces  itput  them  to  great  Pain,  I  order- 
td  them  a  lenitive  Medicine,  of  which  they  took 

every 
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every  Night  going  to  reft ;  and  then  the  Water 
had  the  defired  Effect. 

Many  have  alfo  drunk  the  Water  for  Pains  in 
the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  and  found  that  it 
ftrengthens the  Vifcera,  and  helps  theDigeftion, 
expels  Wind,  corre&s  theSournefs  intheStomach, 
and  carries  off  the  Crudities  in  the  Bowels*,  and 
thus  it  is  of  Service  in  moft  Cholical  Diforders 
of  the  firft  Paffages.  I  advifed  an  elderly  Gentle¬ 
man  to  take  it,  who  having  been  a  Lover  of 
Punch  in  his  younger  Days,  complained  of  a 
continual  Acidity  in  his  Stomach,  and  Indigef- 
tion,  for  which  he  had  taken  all  kinds  of  Medi¬ 
cines  and  Waters;  he  found  fo  great  a  Benefit 
from  it  immediately,  that  he  imagined  he  fhould 
get  a  perfect  Cure,  and  thinking  it  more  efficaci¬ 
ous  at  the  Spring- Head,  went  to  tilbury  and  drank 
it  there  for  about  three  Weeks,  and  returned  to 
Town  quite  eafy.  However,  fome  time  after  he 
relapfed;  he  drank  it  again,  and  was  madepretty 
eafy  by  it,  but  fince  that  he  is  gone  out  of  England. 
Others,  whofe  Complaints  were  not  of  fo  long  Hand¬ 
ing,  I  have  known  perfedtly  cured  by  it,  calling  in 
fometimes  to  Affiftance  ftomachic,  carminative, 
or  evacuating  Medicines,  as  Occafion  required. 

In  various  Sorts  of  fcorbutic  Diforders  it  has 
been  ufed  with  good  Succefs,  and  fome  have 
been  cured  by  it  of  a  Rednefs  and  Pimples  in 
the  Face,  which  they  had  been  troubled  with  for 
many  Years.  Of  thefe  Mr.  K —  himlelf  was 
an  Ijiftance,  and  fome  Ladies  of  his  Acquaint¬ 
ance  ;  I  have  fince  alfo  feen  it  fucceed  in  a  young 
Gentleman.  However,  I  muft  obferve,  that  in 
fome  hot  Conftitutions  it  is  notfo  proper,  or  if 
fuch  fhould  take  it,  they  ought  to  ufe  cooling  eva¬ 
cuating  Medicines  at  the  fame  time. 

I  ordered  it  one  time  in  a  Diabetes,  to  a  Gen¬ 
tlewoman,  who  found  fome  Relief  at  firft :  But 
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the  Cafe  was  too  far  gone,  for  fhe  foon  after  died 
of  a  total  Relaxation  and  Mortification.  A  Gen¬ 
tleman  who  had  been  troubled  fome  time  with 
this  Diflemper,  applying  tome,  i  found  fome  Rea- 
fonstoprefcribe  him  a  different  Regimen  of  Life, 
and  to  drink  this  Water  ;  which  he  followed,  and 
foon  was  made  well.  I  underftand  that  a  Gen¬ 
tlewoman  in  the  Country  has  drunk  the  Water 
for  a  Diabetes,  and  has  received  great  Benefit 
from  it,  without  taking  any  Advice  at  all,  only 
from  this  Way  of  Reafoning,  That  if  this  Wa¬ 
ter  contains  the  fame  Sort  of  Ingredients  as  the 
Briftol  Water,  and  even  in  a  much  greater  Quan¬ 
tity,  it  muft  be  good  for  a  Diabetes,  which  the 
Briftol  Water  is  faid  to  be  a  fpecinck  Remedy  for. 
However,  Time  and  farther  Experience  will 
Ihew  us  whether  this  Way  of  Reafoning  is  con- 
clufive  or  not. 

In  hypochondriac  and  hyfleric  Diforders,  I 
cannot  fay  I  have  made  fufficient  Tryal  of  it,  to 
know  the  Extent  of  its  Vertue,  becaufe  People 
under  thole  Circumftances  are  loth  to  trull  tofuch 
fimple  Remedies.  But  I  have  obferved,  that 
fome  who  were  fubjedl  to  Lownefs  of  Spirits, 
whilfl  they  where  drinking  it  for  other  Complaints, 
found  themfelves  brifk  and  lively,  and  all  that 
time  knew  nothing  of  their  habitual  Ailment. 
I  attended  about  two  Years  ago  a  Gentleman  of 
an  hypochondriacal  Difpofition,  ill  of  a  nervous 
Fever,  which  being  brought  to  aRemiflion,  he 
had  the  Bark  given  him,  upon  which  the  Vio¬ 
lence  of  the  Fever  abated  *,  but  a  feverifh  Heat 
Fill  lurked  about  him,  hisPulfelow,  but  quick; 
and  he  gained  no  Strength,  though  he  eat  tole¬ 
rably  well.  As  he  was  forbid  Malt  Liquor, 
which  commonly  difagreed  with  him,  I  adviied 
him  to  dnn\s.Tilbury  Water  for  his  common  Drink, 
either  with  a  little  Wine  or  without,  upon  which 
he  foon  recovered.

Another  of  the  fame  Complexion,  complained 
pf  a  Fever,  as  he  called  it,  upon  his  Spirits,  with 
a  Lofs  of  Appetite,  which  he  had  laboured  under 
many  Months,  fo  that  from  a  lufty  Man,  he  was 
grown  lean  and  emaciated,  and  fweated  profufe- 
ly  in  Bed,  and  upon  the  leaft  Motion,  which  ren¬ 
dered  him  quite  fpiritlefs  and  languid.  He  had 
taken  Advice  at  Bath ,  the  Place  of  his  Abode, 
drunk  thole  Waters,  after  that  the  Briftol  Water, 
then  was  fent  to  Tunbridge ,  all  without  Succel's  : 
And  having  read  my  firft  Pamphlet  he  afked  me 
if  the  Tilbury  Water  could  be  prejudicial  to  him? 

I  reply ed,  I  fancyed  it  would  do  him  no  Harm, 
and  perhaps  might  be  of  fome  Advantage  ;  then 
ordered  him  a  Bitter  to  take  with  the  Water,  of 
which  I  prefcribed  him  to  drink  a  certain  Quantity 
a  Day,  by  which  Means  he  mended  foon,  and 
returned  to  Bath  highly  fatisfy’d ;  from  which 
Place  he  has  fent  for  feveral  Parcels  of  Water 
fince. 

The  Manner  of  ufing  the  Tilbury  Water. 

Come  we  next  to  confider  how  the  Water 
operates,  and  the  Manner  of  drinking  it.  Moft 
commonly  it  paffes  off  by  Urine  or  Perfpiration  ; 
fometimes  it  purges  at  firft  drinking,  when  it 
meets  with  Crudities  in  the  firft  Paffages,  for 
which  Reafon  it  is  advifeable  to  premife  fome 
general  Evacuations  before  you  begin  a  Courfe 
of  the  Water.  A  Dofe  of  purging  Phyfick  is 
alfo  often  neceffary  during  the  drinking  and  after, 
to  evacuate  fuch  Crudities  as  have  been  attenuated 
and  loofened,  which  may  be  the  Cafe  when  it  is 
taken  for  fcorbutick  or  other  Diforders  proceeding 
from  a  Vifcidity  of  the  Juices  and  Obftru<ftions. 

It  commonly  fits  very  eafy  upon  the  Stomach, 
and  gently  warms  it;  it  ftrengthens  the  Appetite 
and  promotes  Digeftion,  and  renders  the  Perfon 
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farifk  and  full  of  Vigour,  it  warms  the  Blood, 
and  in  the  Beginning  often  occafions  a  tingling 
in  the  Skin ;  hut  this  goes  off  when  the  Caufe 
is  removed.  And  though  Loofeneffes  are  cured 
by  it,  the  Stools  are  feldom  fo  hard,  during  the 
Drinking,  as  to  be  troublefome  •,  if  this  fhould 
happen,  a  lenitive  Medicine  will  foon  eafe  the 
Patient. 

The  Quantity  to  be  taken  cannot  well  be  de¬ 
termined  till  the  Cafe,  Age,  Sex,  Habit  of  Body, 
and  other  Circumflances,  have  been  duly  consi¬ 
dered.  The  Medium  is  a  Quart  a  Day,  for  adult 
Perfons,w‘2.  Half  a  Pint  in  the  Morning, as  much 
at  Night  going  to  Bed,  and  the  reft  any  time  of 
the  Day;  though  I  have  known  a  Gentleman  drink 
four  Bottles  a  Day  with  Advantage. 

No  pofitive  Rule  can  be  laid  down  about  the 
Time  how  long  the  Water  is  to  be  drunk  ;  for 
this  depends  intirely  upon  the  Nature  of  the 
Cafe.  A  recent  Loofenefs  is  generally  cured  with 
a  few  Bottles,  but  one  of  a  long  ftanding,  where 
the  Bowels  are  in  a  weak  State,  and  Nature  has 
accuftomed  herfelf  to  this  Way  of  Evacuation, 
the  Perfpiration,  which  fhould  carry  off  the  great- 
eft  Part  of  fuperfluous  Moifture,  being  almoft 
vacated,  the  Water  fhould  be  drunk  a  good 
while,  as  you  may  fee  from  Cafe  IV.  of  John 
Beft .  This  is  likewife  the  Cafe  in  Hasmorrhagies; 
fome  have  been  cured  of  an  immoderate  Pro- 
fluvium  of  the  Catamsenia  by  2  or  3  Bottles  on¬ 
ly,  when  others,  whole  Veffels  are  very  much  re¬ 
laxed,  and  the  Blood  full  of  fcorbutic  Salts,  may 
perhaps  be  obliged  to  drink  a  great  deal  of  it. 

In  fcorbutic  Cafes,  where  the  whole  Mafs  of 
Blood  is  to  be  altered,  the  Water  muft  be  con¬ 
tinued  a  good  while  ;  and  in  fhort,  the  Time 
of  ufing  it  is  fo  long,  till  the  intended  Cure  be 
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obtained  :  And  you  will  be  encouraged  to  pep- 
ievere  therein,  when  you  find  that  you  are  the 
better  for  drinking  it,  and  that  it  agrees  with 
your  Conflitution,  makes  you  eat,  and  digefl, 
and  deep  well,  and  diffufes  a  gentleHeat  through¬ 
out  the  whole  Body,  and  invigorates  all  the  ani* 
mal  Functions  thereof. 

Moderate  Exercile  is  very  proper  during  the 
Courfe  of  the  Water;  and  if  you  find  it  don’t 
fit  eafy  upon  the  Stomach,  or  pafs  off  well,  you 
fhould  take  a  Draught  warm  in  the  Morning,  be¬ 
fore  you  rife,  the  horizontal  Poflure  being  of  great 
Service  to  help  all  Kind  of  Secretions:  Stomachic 
and  Diuretic  Medicines  are  very  ufefulin  this  Cafe. 

In  your  Diet  obferve  to  abftain  from  Vinegar, 
Pepper,  or  Salt,  and  choofe  fimple  Food,  whe¬ 
ther  from  the  vegetable  or  animal  Kind,  and  fuch 
as  is  eafiefl  for  Digeftion :  Above  all  I  recom¬ 
mend  eating  of  Milk,  it  agreeing  very  well  with 
the  Water;  upon  fome  Occafions  I  order  Milk 
to  be  mixt  with  it.  You  fhould  drink  no  Beer, 
Ale,  or  Cyder,  but  Wine  and  Water.  In  cafe  of 
Loofenefies  or  Fluxes,  you  may  mix  the  Water 
with  red  Wine,  otherwife  with  white  Wine, 
which  drinks  pleafanteft. 

I  have  ordered  Ferfons  fubjedl  to  the  Afthma, 
to  boil  a  Spoonful  of  Honey  in  a  Quart  of  the 
Water,  and  to  fkim  it,  which  makes  a  very 
agreeable  and  powerful  pedloral  Drink;  the 
like  you  may  obtain  by  boiling  or  infufing  fome 
pedloral  or  emollient  Plant  in  it.  In  order  to 
add  to  its  reftringent  Quality,  I  have  diredled  fome 
burnt  Hartfhorn  to  be  boiled  in  it,  or  Paneda  and 
other  Food  or  Drink  prepared  with  it,  for  Per- 
fons  in  a  Diarrhaea,  or  Fluxes  of  Blood.  If  you 
make  Punch  with  it,  the  alkaline  Subfiance  in 
this  Water  will  in  a  great  Meafure  prevent  the 
Mifchiefs  from  the  raking  Acid  of  the  Lemon- 
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Juice,  and  it  drinks  extremely  fqft  and  pleafant. 
Butin  particular,  I  would  advife  fuch  Ladies  as 
are  habituated  to  drinking  of  Tea,  efpecialiy  in 
the  Afternoon,  and  who  are  fubjedl  to  Diforders 
at  the  Stomach,  and  a  weakDigeftion,  to  make  it 
with  this  Water.  It  draws  the  I  ea  exceeding  well, 
makes  it  drink  pleafant  and  foft,  as  if  Milk  were 
mixed  with  it,  and  corrects  its  pernicious  preying 
Quality,  whick  deftroys  abundance  of  Confiku- 
tions. 

To  conclude,  thofe  who  are  very  bad,  and  ex¬ 
pect  fome  extraordinary  Benefit  from  the  Water, 
fihould  take  proper  Advice,  that  its  Efficacy  may 
not  be  called  in  Quefliori,  when  the  Patient  is 
clifappointed,  perhaps  by  reafon  of  not  drinking 
it  methodically,  or  for  want  of  proper  auxiliary 
Medicines.  For  as  thofe  who  go  to  drink  the 
Bath,  Briftol ,  Tunbridge ,  &c.  Waters,  confult  their 
Phyfician,  it  cannot  be  imagined,  that  this  Water 
fhould  work  Miracles,  unafiifted,  any  more  than 
other  Mineral  Springs. 

R.  Kellaway  prevailed  upon  me  to  print,  in 
the  former  Edition,  the  five  firft  Cafes, 
alledging,  that  Matters  of  Faff  carry  more  Weight 
with  them,  than  many  Sheets  filled  up  with  vain 
fpeculative  Notions.  I  have  been  defired  to  infert 
them  here  again  *,  which,  to  avoid  all  Sufpicion  of 
Fallacy,  is  done  in  their  "natural  Drefs,  as  the 
Patients  had  drawn  them  up  themfelves ;  and  two 
more  Cafes  are  added  here,  viz .  VI.  and  VII.  to 
confirm  the  fingular  Vertue  of  this  Water  in  the 
jDyfentery  or  Bloody-Flux,
